TWO DISASTERS IN A GALE IN OHIO. 


Loss of Life and Several Injured in 
Accidents in Cleveland. 
Cleveland, O., Feb. 11.—[Special.]—Two 
thrilling disasters happened in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of this city today. One oc- 
curred before daybreak and the other at 
evening. Both were partly due to the gale 
that prevailed... The first was the breaking of 
a water main at Franklin avenue and Co- 
lumbus street on the West Side and the other 
was the collapse of the New Bedford bridge. 
The earlier accident had fatal results and 
one at least will probably die as a result of 

the later,’ 

The New Bedford bridge, nine miles south- 
east of this city, was visited by a second dis- 
aster today when the three south end bents 
of the big structure collapsed, precipitating 
five men a distance of sixty-five feet. A 
month ago yesterday the same bridge gave 
way, resulting in the death of two men.

The bridge spans Tinker Creek and sup- 
ports the tracks of the Akron, Bedford and 
Cleveland suburban electric road. It is 238 
feet in length, and today the workmen had 
just about completed repairing the bridge 
as a result of the accident of Jan. 19. The 
uncompleted part of the bridge was the 
forty-two feet at the south end and this 
gave way while five workmen were engaged 
repairing it. 

At. 3 o'clock this morning the water main 
burst and a mighty stream of water was 
thrown high into the air. A portion of the 
steep hill, which runs from Tracey street to 


(the tracks of the New York, Pennsylvania 


and Ohio road, was washed away. Two 
dwelling-houses were wrecked and partly 
buried in the sand. Other buildings were 
hurled from their foundations, and three 
freight cars were carried over another em- 
bankment: to the edge of the river bank. 
The storm of today was at its height when 
the catastrophe occurred. The break and its 
immediate results sounded as if a cataract 
had suddenly broken loose, and the inhabi- 
tants at the foot of the hill were terror 
stricken. 

Mrs. Mary Ravey, a cripple, lived in one of 
the houses at the foot of the hill. She was 
found dead at daylight in the débris between 
two cars. She had evidently crawled tothis 
position and had been overcome by cold. 
Michael Ravey, a son of the dead woman, 
Was overtaken by the flood, but was fished 
out by bridge tenders. Sylvester Cotter 
lived in another house at the foot of the hill 
with his wife. Their house was wrecked, 
but they escaped with great difficulty. 
Michael Garvey also had a miraculous és- 
cape from death, as did John McDermott and 
his family of four.

He Is Said to Have Swindled a Buffalo 
Woman Out of $150. 

J. M. Crane, a magnetic healer and spir- 
itualistic medium, was arrested yesterday 
on a telegram received by Capt. Elliott from 
William 8S. Bull, Superintendent of Police 
at Buffalo. The prisoner is wanted in that 
city on the complaint of Katie Fishle, who 
claims to have been swindled out of $150 by 
the spiritualist. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Feb. 11.—[{Special.]—Prof. 
J.M .Crane came to Buffalo Jan. 5 and adver- 
tised as a healer and medium and put out 
a clairvoyant’s sign. He is 50 years old, 
and of strong Jewish features. He remained 
in Buffalo two weeks, and in that time under- 
took to cure tumors, headaches, and all 
other kinds of ailments. 

Mrs. Fischle called to consult him on busi- 
ness matters. She paid. him $1 for his ad- 
vice. She had $150 saved, and asked how best 
to invest it. He told her he was a secret 
agent of the Louisiana lotttery, which in- 
tended to plant one of its big prizes in the 
drawing of Jan. ]1 in Buffalo, and he had 
been intrusted with the selection of the 
winner. 

She paid him $75 to get her a ticket which 
would win $10,000, and next day gave him 
the other $75 of her savings. 

On Jan. 18 he disappeared as quickly as 
he had come, and half a dozen complaints 
reached the police. He was traced to 
Niagara Falls, and finally located in Chi- 
cago.

Bayard’s Request. 

Bayard to Salisbury, dated Feb. 3: “ My 
Lord: I have the honor to inform you 
that I am instructed by the Secretary of 
State to make known to your Lordship that 
the commission to investigate and report 
upon the true divisional line between the 
Republic of Venezuela and British Guiana’ 
has, under the authority of Congress, béé 
appointed by the President, which commis- 
sion is now in session at Washington an‘ 
has chosen Justice Brewer as its President. 
Through its President this commission has 
suggested to the Secretary of State that, be- 
ing distinctly and in no view an arbitrary 
tribunal, but having its duty limited to a 
diligent and careful ascertaining of the facts 
touching the territory referred to and in 
the dispute for the information of the 
President, it would be grateful for such as- 
sistance to that end as could be obtained 
by the friendly coéperation and aid of the 
Governments of Great Britain and Ven- 
ezuela.

KEELY, OF MOTOR FAME, IMPROVED. 


Knocked Down by a Runaway Horse 
and Kept from Work. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 11.—{Special.]—Just 
as John W. Keely, the inventor of the Keely 
motor and rediscoverer of the lost Egyptian 
force apergy, Was crossing Chestnut street, 
near Ninth, this morning he was knocked 
down by a runaway horse. Mr. Keely was 
just about to board a car when the fright- 
ened horse galloped down the street. One 
hoof of the horse must have struck the pros- 
trate man, opening a painful wound on the 
left side of the head. He was taken to Jeffer- 
son Hospital, where Dr. Birdsall treated the 
scalp wound, which was not found to be seri- 
ous. Mr. Keely had bruises on his face and 
body, but a week or so will find him all right 
again. Mr. Keely mourned the accident 
deeply, because it will keep him from work- 
ing on his sympathetic vibratory resonator, 
which he still believes he will soon perfect, 
and revolutionize the motive power of the

BOURGEOIS CABINET MEETS DEFEAT

Cabinet Will Not Resign Before Try- 
ing Again on Thursday. 

Paris, Feb. 11.—The Senate today by a 
vote of 158 to 8&5 rejected the demand of M. 
Bourgeois, the Premier, for a vote of confi- 
dence on the question of the Southern rail- 
way scandals. 

The Senate then adopted a resolution 
deprecating the irregularities, and demand- 
ing a searching inquiry.

The letters of the Secretary of State to 
Sefor de Lome, the Spanish Minister, in- 
sisted upon the right of Mr. Williams, our 
Consul-General at Havana,to protest against 
the action of Gen. Campos in confining 
American citizens and otherwise trans- 
rressing on American rights. This part of 
the correspondence concludes with a cable 
from Mr. Taylor, our Minister at Madrid, 
dated Oct. 21, announcing that the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs had agreed to recognize 
the rights claimed for Consuls under the 
treaty of 1870. 

Reports by Consuls.

About June l the 
complaints of arrests of American citizens 
began to come in and Mr. Hyatt speaks of 
the record of May 30 as “a union of torch, 
sword, and hangman,” and expresses the 
fear that “a reign of terror has begun.” 

Declaration of martial law in several proy- 
inees followed, the destruction of property, 
some of it American, is noted, and Mr. Hyatt 
remarks upon the great number of young 
men who left lucrative positions “to cast 
their lots with the insurgents.” 

As early as April 4, 1895, Mr. Barker in a 
report described the advantage of the in- 
surgents in being able to harass the regular 
troops, predicted the ravages of fever among 
the Spanish troops, and the decreasing of the 
Spanish chances of subduing the insurgents 
as each day went by. He prophesied that 
unless the subjugation was accomplished 
before the crop was finished the accessions 
of the insurgents would be so great that 
Spain’s dominion over the fsland would be 
‘‘in great jeopardy, if not lost.” 

Millions of Property Destroyed. 

The circular of Gen. Gomez ,rohibiting 
the grinding of cane or the harvest of crops 
at the risk of the complete destruction of 
buildings and plantations and the death of 
all workmen then became the chief subject 
of correspondence. Except where the Span- 
ish were able to protect the planters Gomez's 


r order, according te reports, proved effective. 


Certainly millions of property were de- 
stroyed in pursuance of that order, 

When the movement began early in De- 
cember, Mr. Hyatt represents the sugar in- 
dustry as threatened with absolute annihi- 
lation, as the Spanish government seemed 
powerless to prevent the ‘‘ consummation 
of this destructive policy.’’

Spain Not Responsible. 


In the large amount of matter relating to 
the protection of American property in Cuba 
is a letter from Acting Secretary Uhl to Vice- 
Counsel Springer at Havana. The letter is 
dated July 1, last, and says in part: 

“It is a@ generally accepted principle of 
international law that a sovereign govern- 
ment is not ordinarily responsible to alien 
residents for injuries that may be received 
within its territory from insurgents whose 
eonduct it eannot control.”

GEN. WEYLER IS PROMPT TO ACT. 


He Declares He Has Come to Make 
War, Not Politics. 
[SPECIAL CABLEB i CHARLES MICHELSON.| 

Havana, Cuba, Feb. 11.—[{Copyrighted, 
1896, by the New’York Journal. ]—Governor- 
General Weyler is not wasting any time. 
One of his first official acts was the can- 
celling of permission to correspondents to 
go with the columns. Marin left this after- 
noon for Puerto Rico. Weyler is losing no 
opportunity to make his policy plain. Some 
Autonomist leaders called today. After the 
usual greetings the Governor said: 

‘‘Gentlemen, I find no fault with your 
views abstractly, but I come here not to 
make politics, but war. When I restore 
peace in this distracted land it will be time 
to talk politics. At present there are only 
two parties, loyal Spaniards and rebels, that 
I can recognize. There can be no com- 
promise with rebels in arms.”’ 

Gomez is moving around between here and 
Guines. Cuatro Caminos San José de Las 
Lajas Cotorro and insurgent parties have 
been appearing at plantations. The only 
fight reported was at Santa Maria Del 
Rosario, seven or eight miles southeast of 
Havana. There guards in a church refused 
to surrender, though Cabecilla Torriente, 
the head of the rebels, said they would burn 
the whole town if the guards did not sur- 
render, and they started burning. 

The people pleaded with Torriente, but he 
was obdurate and ordered his men to take 
coal oil from the stéres to make a fire quick- 
er. Then the people appealed to the Captain 
of the guards, who answered it was his duty 
to resist and would not surrender. Tor- 
riente proceeded to carry out his threat. 
He burned some houses in the pretty little 
city, but the soldiers held the church, firing 
at every rebel who came within range.

WALLER CALLED GUILTY. 


PAPERS IN CASE SENT TO CONGRESS 
. BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Ex-Consul of the United States Will Be 
Released by France with the Under- 
standing That No Claim for Dam- 
ages Be Made by the Government 
for His Arrest and Detention—Presi- 
dent and Secretary Say Waller Is 
at Fault in More Senses than One. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—Ambassador 
Eustis has been instructed to accept the 
offer of the French Government to release 
ex-United States Consul Waller from further 
imprisonment and pardon his offense on 
condition that the affair be thereby termi- 
nated between France and the United States, 
and that the latter make no claim in behalf 
of the prisoner based upon his arrest, con- 
viction, or imprisonment. 

Waller may, however, sue in the French 
courts for damages for ill-treatment. These 
facts, showing the amicable termination of 
the celebrated Waller incident, appear in 
the correspondence sent to both Houses of 
Congress today by the President in answer 
to resolutions of inquiry upon the subject. 

Secretary Olney says there is no doubt 
whatever of Waller’s guilt, that “‘ the evi- 
dence fully sustains the charge,”’ and no 
court could have hesitated to condemn him. 

President Cleveland says that Secretary 
Olney’s conclusions *‘do not appear to ad- 
mit of any reasonable doubt.” 


In the President’s Message. 

In his message, transmitting the Waller 
correspondence, President Cleveland says: 

“It will be seen upon examination, as 
would, of course, be expected, that there is 
slight conflict of evidence upon some of the 
features of Mr. Waller’s case. Nevertheless 
upon a fair and just consideration of all the 
facts and circumstances as presented and 
especially in view of Mr. Waller’s own letter 
the conclusions set forth in the report of the 
Secretary of State do not appear to admit 
of any reasonable doubt, nor to leave open 
tc the executive any other course of action 
than that adopted and acted upon as therein 
stated. It is expected that Mr. Waller's 
release from imprisonment will be im- 
mediately forthcoming.” 

Accompanying the correspondence, which 
is voluminous, is a report by Secretary Olney 
summarizing its features and explaining the 
reasons Which animated the Executive in 
terminating the incident as above described. 

In the beginning the Secretary gives the 
history of the Crockett case, showing that 
Waller, while a United States Consul at 
Tamatave, acting as administrator of the 
estate of Crockett, a deceased United States 
citizen, was guilty of maladministration; 
that when Mr. Wetter took charge of the 
Consulate in January, 1804, Waller had dis- 
appeared and the consular records were 
in great confusion. 


Gross Mismanagement and Abuse. 


Wetter caused a civil suit to be brought 
against Waller on account of the Crockett 
estate, and before a court composed of Con- 
sul Wetter; Mr. Geldart (Waller’s intimate 
friend), and Messrs. Kyder and Howe Wal- 
ler was convicted of gross mismanagement 
of the estate and of abuse and neglect of 
trust and removed from the position of ad- 
ministrator, besides being ordered to make 
good the sum of $1,961 and interest to the 
Crockett heirs. Wetter asked leave of the 
State Department to prosecute Waller crim- 
inally and the department replied that it 
could give no specific instructions. 

Touching the Waller concession, the Sec- 
retary says, in reference to a letter from 
Wetter dated April last: 

“This same letter contains an allusion to 
the Waller rubber concession or land grant 
near Fort Dauphin, after indicating vari- 
ous ways in which the Crockett money may 
have been spent in bribes to secure the con- 
cession, but no evidence to that effect is re- 
ported and neither is there any proof of the 
nature, extent, validity, or value of the con- 
cession. The value may have been supposed 
to be dependent upon the issue of the con- 
test zhen going on between the French and 
the natives, while it is certain that the 
French authorities have always held the 
concession to be without any validity.” 

Money Taken Prevented Return. 

Secretary Olney next tells how Waller, re- 
turning to Tamatave in October, 1894, on his 
way to America, was prevented from pro- 
ceeding by the insistence of Consul Wetter 


upon his paying the Crockett judgment, which 


he was unable to do, and how, after the 
capture of Tamatave by the French in De- 
cember, 1894, Waller was arrested by them 
and tried by a court known as “ Marine First 
Permanent Council of War.’’ The charges 
were dispatching a letter to his wife from 
Tamatave without the same having been 
vized by the French authorities; second, 
attempting to correspond with the enemies 
of France and to furnish them information 
prejudicial to the military and political sit- 
uation of France. 

The trial took place in open courtand Wal- 
ler was sentenced to twenty years’ impris- 
onment; an appeal being rejected Secretary 
Gresham in April, 1895, called upon the 
French Government for the record and evi- 
dence and these were furnished. 

Of the evidence Secretary Olney says: 

‘‘ Without any admission of the duty of the 
French Government to permit an inspection 
of the evidence—a duty which that govern- 
ment claimed from the outset did not exist— 
the evidence was submitted to Mr. Eustis 
for such examination as he chose to make. 
Waller’s guilt upon the first charge, sending 
a letter from Tamatave without permitting 
the French authorities to inspect it~—an of- 
fense said to be punishable by a nominal 
fine—stands confessed. f ‘ 


Charged as a Spy. 


“Of the second charge, one, of course, of 
much greater gravity, Mr. Eustis reports a~ 
follows: 

*** In order to understand the significa.tre 
of the information communicated (by Wal- 
ler) it must be borne in mind that the French 
had a garrison at Tamatave, and the Hovas 
had one at Faratafe. These two points were 
distant from each other a few miles. In a let- 
ter to Tessier he describes the condition at 
Tamatave; that smallpox is raging; that 
many are dying; that there are more than 
100 French soldiers in the hospitals; that 
they have dysentery and fever, and unless 
there should be a change in the order very 
soon the fatality of both soldiers and citi- 
zens will be great. Then he speaks of the 
scarcity of provisions; of the arrest of sev- 
eral Hovas, who were reported to have been 
shot.’ 

‘To have communicated the enfeebled and 
straightened condition of the garrison at 
Tamatave might certainly have provoked 
the attack by the Hovas from Faratafe. the 
niformation being given to an agent of the 
Hovas. He described the outrages commit- 
ted by French soldiers upon Malagasy wo- 
men, and says that it seems strange that 
civilized men shoul@ commit such crimes 
upon the Malagasy women, and speaks of 
much Malagasy property having been de- 
stroyed by the French troops. Whether 
these statements were true or false they were 
certainly calculated to increase the horrors 
of war by provoking retaliation on the part 
of the Hovas. 


Knew of the Espionage. 


‘‘He writes that all mail leaving Tamatave 
for Antanarivo is read by the Colonel of the 
French army before it can pass; that he has 
a chance to send this letter by the English 
steamer via Natal, because it will escape the 
eyes of the officials. 

‘“*In his letter to his wife he denounces D. 
and P. (who are identified as Draper and 
Purdy) as French spies, and asks her to in- 
form Tessier and friends of the fact. It is 
true that he advises that they may be sent 
away from the capital, but he doubtless 
knew that spies in time of war are not ban- 
ished but are usually shot, and when asked 
by the presiding officer why he exposed these 
two men to be executed, he replied that he 
did it from motives of revenge. I am cred- 
ibly informed. that those two men were 
American citizens. 

‘* Waller’s wife in acknowledgeing the re- 
ceipt of this letter was not to mention any- 
thing in it, but simply to say ‘ Your 44 re- 
ceived,’ and after she and Tessier had read 
it to destroy it and not to mention its con- 
tents except to Tessier and secretaries—the 
latter are interpreted as meaning the Sec- 
retaries of the Hovas Government. 

“ These letters are in the handwriting of 
Waller, and at the trial he acknowledged 
having written them. 

“These conclusions, stated in a letter of 
Dec. 12, 1895, had been briefly summarized 
in a telegram of Dec. 7, as follows: ‘ 
proper to state that before examining the 
evidence I had been inclined to belteve from 
the information I could gather that Waller 
was perhaps convicted on insufficient evi- 
dence; that on account of the prejudice 
against him he might not have had a fair 


No Doubt of His Guilt. 

“ After examining the original letters of 
Waller I have no doubt tever of his 
guilt. It was not a case of inadvertent or 

2g, but was a deliberate at- 
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charge. The whole tenor of the correspond- 
ence discloses his guilty intention and no 
court could have hesitated to condemn him.” 

It should be further stated that consider- 
able corroboration of the conclusions thus 
arrived at by Mr. Eustis is found in the 
collateral information which has come to 
the possession of the department, including 
the statement of Mrs. Waller and her son, 
Paul Bray. Secretary Olney quotes some of 
this corroborative evidence and proceeds 
as follows: 

“These extracts from letters and minutes 

are not only in line with the results reached 
by Mr. Eustis, but raise the serious question 
whether Waller was not intriguing not 
merely against the French, but against the 
safety and lives of American citizens. 
_ “On all the evidence and in view par- 
ticularly of his own letters Waller was un- 
uestionably guilty of an offense against 
the French Government of a serious char- 
acter and fully justifying severe punish- 
ment.’’ 


No Legal Escape. 


The Secretary tells how, while waiting to 
be supplied with a copy of the evidence taken 
in the court-martial, Mr. Eustis submitted 
the record to an eminent French lawyer to 
get his opinion upon the validity of the pro- 
ceedings and he found that they could not be 
challenged through the courts. When the 
evidence was produced and showed Waller’s 
guilt, it was realized that an attack upon the 
record should, even if successful on pure 
technicalities, do no more than accomplish 
Waller’s release. Damages could only be 
sought later. 

** But,”’ says Secretary Olney, “ in view of 
Waller’s willful and culpable attempt 
against the French authority in Madagascar, 
it is manifest that no claim for damages on 
Waller’s account could be properly pressed 
by the United States or could be expected to 
be entertained by the French Government. 

“An international reclamation, the rejec- 
tion of which may justify reprisals or even 
be treated as a casus belli, ought not to rest 
on pure technicalities when the facts and 
evidence are against the claim. It should 
be founded upon something more than the 
mere non-observance of legal formalities— 
upon something more than irregularities 
originating in ignorance or inadvertence 
rather than intention, and not necessarily 
nor actually working any substantial wrong 
or injustice. The rule laid down by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States (110 U. S., 
74) in relation to claims before an interna- 
tional tribunal of arbitration, a fortiori ap- 
plies to a claim made by one government 
upon another direct. So, though Waller has 
been deprived by the French of his liberty 
for nine or ten months, it cannot be said 
that the penalty to which he has been sub- 
jected has been disproportionate to his 
offense. 

Penalty Was Moderate. 


‘*‘On the contrary, the penalty regarded as 
the outcome of a lawful proceeding would 
universally be regarded as a moderate one. 

‘‘In these circumstances, after urgent rep- 
resentations by this government, an offer 
was made by the French Government to re- 
lease Waller from further imprisonment and 
pardon his offense upon the condition that 
the affair be thereby terminated as between 
the two governments, and that the United 
States should make no claim in behalf of the 
prisoner based upon his arrest, conviction, 
or imprisonment. The acceptance of this 
offer seemed to be so favorable to Waller, 
and, in view of all the facts, so considerate 
towards our government, that under the 
direction of the President our Ambassador to 
France has been instructed to give notice of 
such acceptance on our part and to exchange 
the notes necessary tocarry out the arrunge- 
ment. 

‘“‘Waller has not consented to this ad- 
justment and still insists that he should re- 
ceive compensation from the French Gov- 
ernment. 

“The fact has not been ovelooked that 
Waller is reported to have at one time de- 
clared that on the voyageto Marseilles from 
Tamatave he was subjected to gross per- 
sonal indignity and abuse. In view, how- 
ever, of the intrinsic improbability of the 
charge, of its never having been repeated 
even by Waller himself, of there being no 
allusion to it in the narratives of his wife 
and stepson, of the alleged maltreatment 
forming no part of Waller’s specification of 
his injuries and claims for damages as com- 
municated to Mr. Eustis, and of the proved 
unreliability and malice of Waller, the com- 
plaint of cruelty practiced upon him on ship- 
board is either wholly unfounded or at the 
best grossly exaggerated. 

Waller Humanely Treated. 

‘*It is further discredited by the fact that 
the treatment of Waller since his arrival 
in France has been exceptionally considet- 
ate and humane. 

‘* Nevertheless, that no possible injustice 
might be done to him, Waller’s complaint 
of ill-treatment on his journey to France 
was specifically called to the attention-of 
the French Government. That government 
at once investigated the cruelties charged 
and insisted that they could never have 
been inflicted, but undertook, at the request 
of this government, to investigate and pun- 
ish any persons found guilty of them. It 
at.the same time declared, however, that 
even if the compiaint should prove to be 
well founded, it could not entertain any 
claim of damages for Waller preferred by 
the United States, because the French tr1- 
bunals were open to him and he could pur- 
sue his remedies there, either against the 
government or private individuals, in the 
same manner and with the same effect as 
could any French citizen under like circum- 
stances. 

‘* This position of the French Government, 
that claims of aliens cognizable by the courts 
of a foreign country cannot be made the 
subject of diplomatic intervention unless 
there has been a palpable failure of jus- 
tice after all local judicial remedies have 
been exhausted, is one upon which this gov- 
ernment has often insisted, and of which it 
has often availed itself. Its applicability 
to the case of Waller was confirmed by the 
opinion of the eminent. French lawyer al- 
ready referred to, by whom it was pointed 
out that in respect of remedies in the French 
tribunals an alien was in all respects on the 
same footing as a Frenchman, except that 
the alien must furnish security for costs. 

Costs to Be Provided For. 

‘As our Ambassador at Paris, under in- 
structions from this department, could 
easily arrange to furnish such security, 
should Waller desire to resort to the French 


courts, there seemed to be nothing in Wall- | 
while on his | 


er’s charges of ill-treatment 
way to France which ought to stand in the 
way of an acceptance of the offer of the 
French government for his immediate re- 
lease. 

‘* Accordingly, upon the request of Waller, 
our Ambassador at Paris will be instructed 
to arrange for furnishing security for the 
costs of any suit before the French tribunals 
which Waller may be advised the facts of 
his case will warrant. Mr. Eustis has al- 
ready been instructed to supply him with 
the means of transportation to the United 
States, should he desire to come here. 

‘It may be added, as part of the history of 
the case, that the family of Waller, being 
left in destitute circumstances, the depart- 
ment instructed its representatives to pro- 
vide for their present necessities, and to fur- 
nish them the means of getting to the United 
States. That relief was accordingly extend- 
ed to them, the charges to which this gov- 
ernment has thus far been put amounting to 
$1,317.14.”’

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 


CARLISLE AND CIVIL SERVICE AR- 
RAIGNED IN SENATE. ¥ 


Wolcott Attacks the Secretary for His 
Appointments in Colorado—Allen 
Says the Country Will Be Governed 
by “Cigaret-Smoking Dudes” — 
Henry Cabot Lodge Speaks of the 
Un-Americanism of Huckstering 
for Messengers and Tide-Watiters. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—A discussion 
of Secretary Carlisle’s observance of civil 
service methods came up in the Senate today 
on a provision of the deficiency bill for the 
appointment of twenty-five expert money- 
counters. Mr. Chandler sarcastically point- 
ed out that the Secretary’s letter requesting 
the twenty-five counters asked that he be 
given the selection, as the Civil Service 
Commission was not able to furnish the class 
of counters required. It was thus discov- 
ered, said Mr. Chandler, that the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission had broken down, and was 
so feeble and dilapidated that it could not 
furnish money-counters. . 

Mr. Lodge [Rep., Mass.] said there was no 
decrepitude in the Civil Service Commission. 
This request of the Secretary was due to his 
desire to control the appointments. 

Mr. Allen arraigned the civil service sys- 
tem. It would in time turn over our govern- 
ment service to a lot of “ cigaret-smoking 
dudes.”’ 

The Senator said the two frauds of the 
public service were the Civil Service Com- 
mission and the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission. 

Mr. Wolcott interjected a brief but some- 
what sensational speech. He said the real 
menace to the country was the power of 
patronage lodged with the executive, and 
which had never before been used to such 
an extent as under the present administra- 
tion. A free coinage bill would have passed 
through the last House of Representatives 
had not the power of patronage been brought 
to bear by the administration, especially 
the patronage controlled by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

Colorado was today flooded with appoint- 
ments, many of them unfit ones, made by 
the Secretary of the Treasury for Congress- 
men who had “ratted” on the silver bill 
Thus constituencies had heen debauched. 
The best service that could be performed 
would be to deprive the President and his 
Cabinet officers from the entire power of 
patronage, so that no longer Senators and 
Representatives would hang around the 
White House and Cabinet officers begging 
for morsels of patronage. 

Mr. Lodge said patronage and favoritism 
were un-American. A system which com- 
pelled Senators and Representatives to £0 
“huckstering for messengers and _ tide- 
waiters,” and to hang around the ante- 
rooms of the President and Cabinet officers, 
was degrading and wrong. 

Earlier in the session Senator Quay’s mo- 
tion to Secommit the House revenue tariff 
bill went over. 

Senator Blanchard addressed the Senate 
on the Monroe doctrine. He commended 
the President for the reassertion, on an en- 
larged basis, of the Monroe doctrine, and ad- 
vocated that it be given the sanction of 
legislative indorsement. He said the time 
had come for such a declaration by Con- 
gress—broad, bold, comprehensive, not made 
in anger, or menacing, but firm. The Sen- 
ator’s speecR, while abundantly patriotic, 
was in good temper, and evinced a spirit 
of kindred, friendship, and peace toward 
what he termed “ our Cis-Atlantic cousins.” 

The debate on the bill for the distribution 
of seeds was ended, and the bill passed 
authorizing the resumption of the former 
custom.

EDISON PURPOSES CURING HYDRO- 
| PHOBIA WITH THEM. 


Human Beings Afflicted with the Dread 
Disease Are to Be Treated by Concen- 
trating the Rays,Upon the Point At- 
tacked by the Virus at the Buse of 
the BraineRoentgen Light as a Cure 
for Other Evils=Consumption and the 
Fevers to Yield. 

New York, Feb. 11.—[{Special.J—‘ It is a 
well-known fact,” said Mr. Edison at the 
Llewellyn Park laboratory today, ‘* that 
light. decomposes water and destroys to a 
more or less extent all the deleterious and 
disease germs in it if plenty of time is given 
for the work. It is this principle I propose 
to invoke in connection with the discovery 


of the Roentgen rays. 

“If these rays will. decompose certain 

chemicals after they have passed through 
solids, why may they not have the same 
effect upon the bacteria in the body? 
-““« T therefore propose, first, to fill jars with 
dirty water, in which are all kinds of creat- 
ures of the animalcular and bacterial per- 
seasion, and then-try what effect the Roent- 
gen rays will have upon the water. 

“ But, no matter what these effects may 
be, I somehow feel that the Roentgen rays 
will reach hydrophobia cases, and perhaps 
effect marvelous cures. Thespot where this 
disease does its fatal work is at the base of 
the brain. 

“If, now, I place my vacuum tubes at the 

ck of the patient’s neck and turn on the 
electricity. I am pretty hopeful the Roent- 
gen rays will kill all the bacteria and mi- 
crobes. Should my hypothesis be correct we 
will put a sharp and sudden stop to the evi 
effects of maddog bites. ; 


Cases of Consumption. 

“Then, again, look at the cases of poor 
consumptives. Why may not these wonder- 
ful rays bombard the death-dealing bac- 
teria which are found in the lungs? 

* So, too, with regard to fevers, typhoid, 
yellow, malarial, and other fevers are large- 
ly due to microbes, so the doctors say, and 
’ if we can reach these bacteria and destroy 
them by the X rays, so-called, you can rap- 
idly sée what a tremendous service Roent- 
gen’s discovery will render to suffering hu- 
manity. 

Mr. Edison did not relinquish his labors 
today until he had the satisfaction of ascer- 
taining the necessary vacuum to produce 
‘the most penetrating ray in a bulb of his own 
invention which he called a fluorescent tube. 

When he had satisfied himself that the 
tube was a success and that he could pro- 
duce the X rays with it at any moment be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt he was more than 
delighted with the success of his many ex- 
perinients. 

Assisted by his workmen Mr. Edtson be- 
gan his day’s experiments by testing the X 
rays and soon found they were strong 
enough to make an impression on a photo- 
graphic plate at a distance of seventeen 

inches from the bulb. Up to this time he 
had only tried to photograph at a distance 
of seven or eight inches. 


Difference in Permeabfility.

the strips of aluminum, shellac, amber, 
camphor, soft rubber, and gelatine, while 
the remaining ones proved to be more im- 
pervious to the X rays. .

Further experiments developed many new 
and probably important phenomena. First 
and*most popular of all, Mr. Edison obtained 
a shadowgraph which seems to demon- 
strate that the X rays are capable of reflec- 
tion, a phase entirely novel. 

Prof. Roentgen, laying his discovery before 
the world, has declared that no lens, prism, 
or reflector had a tendency to make X rays 
deviate from their course. Mr. Edison is so 
impressed with the result of the shaduw- 
graph taken in the morning that he will 
continue experiments tomorrow to deter- 
mine absolutely whether the X rays are lia- 
‘ble to dayne snipe refraction.

BOLT FROM THE REPUBLICAN NOM- 
INEE IN KENTUCKY, | 


Great Excitement During the Eight- 
eenth Ballot in This Memorable 
Contest—Rumors of a General Slump 
to Judge Holt Today Are Vigor- 
ously Combated—Election Is Pre- 
dicted for Today or Tomorrow— 
Other Items of Political News. 


Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 11.—[{Special.]—The 
many-sided deadlock in Kentucky Senator- 
ship is yet unbroken, eighteen ballots re- 
sulting in many surprises. 

It was confidently believed by the Hun- 
ter people that Senator Ogilvie would not 
be brought to the hall, and a wave of ex- 
citement spread during the morning. A state- 
ment was current that he was unable to 
come and could not geta pair. Ogilvie was 
brought in just in the nick of time and much 
astonishment and disappointment were be- 
trayed by Republicans. His condition was 
feeble And his friends evidently feel much 
apprehension. 

The second break in the Hunter forces was 
made by Senator R. A. Carpenter, Repub- 
lican, who called out ‘‘ Judge Frank Ben- 
nett ’’ of Greenup tm response to his name. 
Necks were craned and much excitement 
was shown by Hunter people. The Black- 
burn ptople cheered. The vote proceeded 
amid much interest until the name of Sen- 
ator Hissem (Rep.) was reached. He arose 
and read a long explanation of his vote with 
much feeling, in which he said he had voted 
for Hunter as long as he thought there was 
a show to elect him, but the parting of ways 
had come.

| INSIST ON AN AUTOPSY. 


RELATIVES OF MARK H. MAHER AP- 
PLY FOR AN ORDER OF COURT. 


Declare There Are Suspicious Circam- 
stances Connected with His Sudden 
Death at Hot Springs—His Sister-in- 
Law Makes a Statement Suggesting 
Foul Play—Judge Carter Refuses to 
Act and Another Effort Will Be 
Made—Physician’s Story. 

Relatives of Mark H. Maher, who died sud- 
denly in Hot Springs, Ark., ten days ago, 
are not satisfied with-the explanations so 
far made of the cause of his sudden death. 
The body has been kept in a vault in Oak- 
woods Cemetery so proper steps could be 
taken to have a thorough examination made. 

With this object in view application was 
made yesterday afternoon to Judge Carter 
of the County Court for permission to hold a 
post-mortem examination, Judge Carter 
did not grant the request. Walter 8. 
Maher, a brother, accompanied by his 
wife, then went to the State’s-Attorney’s 
office and consulted Mr. Bottum. An af- 
fidavit by Mrs. W. 8. Maher was filed and 
the case will be brought before some Judge 
of the Criminal Court this morning. 

Coroner McHale and Walter 8S. Maher vis- 
ited the cemetery for the purpose of hold- 
ing an inquest last Friday. But as the death 
occurred in another State the cemetery 
authorities refused to have the body exam- 
ined by the local Coroner unless written per- 
mission from the widow or an order of court 
was produced. 


Incidents of Maher’s Life. 

“‘Hughie” Maher, as he was familiarly 
called, was in Hot Springs on his wedding 
trip when he was taken sick with remittent 
fever. This was his second marriage. Three 
years ago he married at St. Joseph, Mich., 
Miss Alzuma Reeves. A few months ago a 
divorce was secured. Just before Christmas 
he married the second time, the bride being 
Miss Elizabeth Bodle, No. 5011 Calumet ave- 
nue. 

As soon as the divorced wife learned of 
Mr. Maher’s second marriage she filed a bill 
in court to set aside the divorce, charging it 
was wrongfully obtained and was, therefore, 
invalid. When this information reached the 
second Mrs. Maher at Hot Springs it is said 
there Was a@ stormy scene and the husband 
and wife went to separate rooms. 

Walter S. Maher had been informed of the 
sickness of his brother, so when Mrs. W. 8S. 
Maher went South she stopped off at Hot 
Springs to see her brother-in-law. 

In the affidavit to be pregented in court 
this morning Mrs. Maher says on Jan. 1 she 
arrived at the Arlington Hotel, Hot Springs,

SHEA EXECUTED BY ELECTRICITY. 


New York Murderer Pays the Penalty 
at Dannemora. 

Dannemora, N. Y., Feb. 11.—Bartholomew 
Shea “died in the electrical chair today, pay- 
ing the penalty for the murder of Robert 
Ross at Troy, in March, 1894. Shea wus at- 
tended to the gallows by a clergyman {rom 
his home and by a priest from the Roman 
Catholic church of this place. After re- 
ceiving the last sacrament Shea said: 

‘IT am innocent, father, innocent,’’ an as- 
sertion which he repeated during the rite 
of extreme unction. When he was con- 
ducted into the death chamber he started as 
he came in sight of the electrical chaii, but 
said nothing. 

The straps being adjusted the priests in 
low tones read the service of the dead. 
While the priests were reading the first 
voltage was turned on. It was 9:55 o'clock

Sudden Death. 

At 8 o’clock on the evening of Feb 1 Maher 
died suddenly.

The 
body was shipped te Chicago and Feb. 4 was 
deposited in the vault at Oakwoods. 

Coroner McHale, she says, was applied to 
Feb. 6 to hold an inquest and sent Deputy 
Coroner Buckley and Dr. L. J. Mitchell to 
the cemetery. There the sexton or authori- 
ties refused to let the Deputy Coroner hold 
an inquest without an order of court or a 
request from the widow. According to the 
affidavit the body is still in the vault. 

Mrs. Maher intimated she believed her 
brother-in-law came to his death by foul 
means.

‘*Maher’s death was sudden,” said Dr. 
Thompson. ‘“* Thirty minutes before he ex- 
pired he was apparently a well man. Mr. 
Maher asked to get up after eating his gsup- 
per, which he did, and remarked it had been 
several days since he had been feeling so 
well. The words had hardly passed from his 
lips when he was taken with a convulsior 
and fell over from the zeat he was occupy- 
ing. The moment I erttered the room he 
spoke and said, ‘ Doc, I’ve just fainted.’ I 
felt his pulse and saw in a minute he would 
be dead very shortly. I told him he wasa 
very sick man and I war going to call in an- 
other physician. He laughed at my remark, 
and said there was no use, as he was feeling 
all right and perfectly satisfied with me, and 
believed I understood his case thoroughly. 

“I told Mrs. Maher her husband could 
live but a very short time and informed her 
I had sent for Dr. J. H. Gaines. When Dr. 
Gaines arrived we consulted and saw his 
heart was barely beating. We gave him 
an injection of whisky and digitalis, and 
he died three minutes later with another 
convulsion.

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EVANSTON IS FOR FOSS. 


BIG ANTI-MACHINE MEETING IN BAI- 
LEY’S OPERA-HOUSE, 


Mayor Dyche and Others Make Addresses, 
Followed by the Congressmane—They 
All Denounce Machine Methods, and 
at the End Adopt Resolutions, Strongly 
Worded, Announcing Their Allegiance 
To Mr. Foss—He Is Declared to Be the 
Candidate for Whom All Should Vote, 


Three hundred Evanston citizens met last 
night in Bailey’s Opera-House and declared 
themselves in strongest terms to be against 
machine interference in party politics and 
in favor of returning to Congress George 
Edmund Foss as Representative from the 
Seventh District. . 

The best citizenship of Evanston was rep- 
resented alike by the speakers and audience 
and no uncertain sound was heard during the 
evening as to the attitude of Evanstonian 
Republicanism. On the platform were: 
Mayor W. A. Dyche. G. P. Englehart, 

Prof. John H. Gray, John H. Kedzie Sr., 


D. Sheppard. KE. L. Harpham, 


H. P. Cc. Miller, Holmes Hoge. 


George S. Baker, 

Mayor Dyche opened the meeting at 8 
o’clock, saying: 

“We are met tonight to aid Mr. Foss in his 
efforts to secure a renomination to Congress, 
and also to show a few men of this district 
that the rank and file of the party purpose to 
have something to say concerning the man- 
agement of party affairs.”’ 

Mayor Dyche closed by nominating E. L. 
Harpham as permanent Chairman of the 
meeting. Mr. Harpham in taking the chair 
declared he-believed the meeting was an ex- 
pression of independence, an effort to get 
back to the original principles of the Repub- 
lican party, and as such was a step in the 
right direction. 


Mr. Baker’s Speech. 

George L. Baker, the first speaker, said: 

‘‘I was much surprised in December when 
I read in a city paper that a man whose 
name I will not mention was to be nominated 
to follow Mr. Foss as Representative from 
the Seventh District. And this announce- 
ment came before Mr. Foss had been in his 
seat a week. These men who make this 
nomination have opened for us a question 
more important than that of currency or 
tariff, the question. of manhood and citizen- 
ship. Are we free, are we going to be dic- 
tated to by men who have offices for sale and 
who take to themselves the privilege of dic- 
tating to voters concerning the nominations 
for these Offices?’ 

The second speaker, Dr. R. D. Shepperd, 
said: ‘*‘ The question of the hour is one of 
methods. Our citizenship is in danger from 
an attempt to oust an honorable servant of 
the people. Every drop of blood in our veins 
ought to boil at the attempt. We say we are 
proud of our American institutions, yet we 
are led like a herd of cattle to the polls and 
are dictated to by corrupt and machine polli- 
ticians. This is deplorable and ought not so 
tobe. Ifany city ought to make its influence 
felt Evanston ought to. The standard of 
our citizenship demands that the indignities 
we feel should be voiced and the presunp- 
tion of those who lead us about by the nose 
should be rebuked.’’ 

Mr. Foss Speaks. 

E. D. Reddington and G. P. Englehart 
spoke, and then came Mr. Foss. His talk 
was recéived enthusiastically, and after he 
sat down he was given the heartiest ap- 
plause for several minutes. He said: 

“The question of the coming election is 
not whether I am to be renominated and re- 
elected, but whether a few political bosses 
who have been fattening on the spoils of 
public office shall domineer over the inteili- 
gence, the independence, manhood, and in- 
tegrity of the citizens of the Seventh Dis- 
trict. I believe before the campaign is fin- 
ished those bosses will be buried 
deep under an avalanche of pub- 
lic indignation. Where is there an 
honest man who does not believe that it 
would be disastrous to allow the machine to 
gain the victory at the primaries next Sat- 
urday? The men who cOmpose the machine 
believe in making subserviency to boss rule 
instead of loyalty to principle the polestar 
of popular government. Yet whoever tries 
to stifle independent action in politics is the 
Benedict Arnold of pure government. What 
is wanted is another Abraham Lincoln, 
another emancipation proclamation, freeing 
American citizens from every form of tyran- 
ny, domination, and bossism that tends to 
shut men off from an honest expression of 
their convictions.”’ 

Resolutions Adopted. 

The following resolutions, presented by 
Holmes Hoge, were unanimously adopted: 

‘ Resolved, by the Republicans of the City 
of Evanston, in mass-meeting assembled: 

“That loyalty to the principles of the Re- 
publican party transcends in its obligations 
loyalty to the decrees of the party organiza- 
tion. 

‘That the primary duty of the party lead- 
ers is to facilitate a full, fair, and free ex- 
pression of Republican sentiment with ref- 
erence to all candidates and policies; that 
the dates of primary elections and nomi- 
nating conventions should be so fixed as to 
afford full opportunity for an untrammeled 
and intelligent determination of party can- 
didates and policies. 

“That the first function of a party central 
committee is to ascertain and register the 
will of the voters, not to manufacture candi- 


dates, not to conspire against worthy public | 


officials, not to foist upon Republican voters 
candidates whose election would be a re- 
proach to the party and a menace to the 
public welfare, and not to stifle the voice of 
intelligence and patriotism by methods 
which defy the cherished rights of all Re- 
publicans who believe in a government for, 
of, and by the people. 

‘* Resolved, That we denounce the action 
of the Cook County Central committee in 
designating a date for the county convention 
affording barely ten days’ public notice for 
the election of delegates as a gross betrayal 
of the interests of the party and a deliber- 
ate attempt to carry the primary elections 
for candidates selected by the bosses rather 
than for candidates elected by the loyal 
Republicans protected in a fair ballot and 
an honest count. 

‘** Resolved, That we indorse and pledge our 
earnest support to George Foss for renomina- 
tion for Congress from this Seventh Congres- 
sional District, not alone because of his dem- 
onstrated ability, his unblemished record and 
high character, but because his candidacy 
under existing conditions represents the uni- 
versal protest against the usurpations of the 
party machine and the distinctive protest of 
the Republicans of this Congressiona! dis- 
trict against the displacement of a worthy 
representative in Congress for a candidate 
whose nomination would inevitably jeopard- 
ize Republican success at the polls.”’

ABRAHAM LINCOLN’S BIRTHDAY. 

The recurrence of another anniversary of 
Abraham Lincoln’s birthday is a reminder 
that the name and fame of the great war 
President are passing into history. That 
popular interest, however, still centers in 
the story of his life is shown, not 
alone by the numerous celebrations 
of the day which are announced, but 
also by the new versions of the old, old 
story sent out by publishers and read with 
new zest by thousands and by the action 
of one State after another in making this 
anniversary a legal holiday. 

The American people are not yet so far 
removed from the actual man who made 
his way from the rudest beginning to the 
highest place which they can confer that 
they can regard him in the cold, clear light 
of history, or apply to him its critical and 
analytical methods. Thousands upon 
thousands of those now living have seen 
him and heard his voice. They have voted 
for him, and they went through the civil 
war with him, sharing his anxieties and ela- 
tions. They still regard him with personal 
affection and cherish personal memories of 
him. It is doubtful, indeed, whether the 
American people will ever consent that 
Abraham Lincoln shall become merely an 
historical abstraction, or, as Col. Ingersoll 
said wittily of Washington, a steel plate en- 
graving. He had the personal qualities 
which attach him to the popular heart with 
hooks of steel. Washington was an aris- 
tocrat. Lincoln was one of the plain peo- 
ple and he never ceased to be one of them, 
even when he had reached the highest pqsi- 
tion possible for the American citizen. He il- 
lustrated in an eminent degree the saying of 
Terence, “I am human and I deem noth- 
ing human as alien to me.”” Abraham Lin- 
coln will be as close to the hearts of the 
people of the next century who read the 
story of his life as he is to those of this cen- 
tury. His fame will rest secure in the 
hearts of the people from whom he sprang 
and to whom he remained true to the last 
day of his life. 

But Abraham Lincoln’s fame in history 
will be as safe as in the hands of the people. 
It will say of him not only that he sprang 
from the people but was always true to the 
people and was never so far away from 
them that he did not know their wishes and 
could not call upon them for support and 
sympathy. It will say that he was a self- 
made, self-educated man, rich in the homely 
old virtues of common sense, rugged hon- 
esty, personal simplicity, universal sympa- 
thy, and warm, tender humanity. It will 
show that he was first a politician who mas- 
tered political history and then a statesman 
in his application of political principles. It 
will show that he had great foresight. “I 
do not expect to see this house divided, but 
it must be all free or all slave.” It will 
show him as the leader of the peaple, as the 
central figure of the great civil war, as the 
liberator of a race from its bondage, as 
beneficent in the elation of victory—* with 
malice towards none, with charity to all.” 
It will show. him not only as politician, 
statesman, President, and emancipator, but 
as the man of eloquence and study who 
wrote the matchless Gettysburg speech. 
And putting all the events of bis wonderfal 
life together from that Kentucky log cabin 
to the Washington White House, and com- 
paring that life with the lives of other men 
it will be difticult for the historian to reach 
any other conclusion than that the light of 
inspiration glowed in that gaunt, homely 
figure and that some higher power, which 
produced the man for the time, guided his 
steps and directed his hands. 


THE MADRID AEROLITE. 

The aerolite which exploded over Madrid 
Monday morning must have been a very 
large one. The size is not stated, but it is 
computed to have been twenty miles above 
the earth’s surface at the time of bursting. 
A short calculation shows that in order to 
appear of the same angular magnitude as 
the average full moon a body at the distance 
of twenty miles would need to be abonta 
thousand feet in diameter, and that if the 
density were two and a half times that of 
water the weight of such an object would 
be some forty million tons. That the aero- 
lite was several scores of feet in diameter 
hardly can be doubted when it is known 
that the force of the explosion shook to 
their foundations all the buildings in Mad- 
rid and caused some of theme to collapse. 

It is just possible, but not probable, that 
the huge visitor from the skies passed en- 
tirely through the earth’s atmosphere and 
then continued its journey through space, 
but in an orbit very much changed from its 
former one by the attraction of our globe. 
The paths of several such have hgen com- 
puted, including one which passed over 
Chicago in the winter of 1872. But that 
and the others were much more than twen- 
ty miles away, and it is mostly likely thata 
mass coming within twenty miles of our 
ocean level would have its velocity so much 
retarded by friction in passing through the 
air as to be unable to pass out and onward. 
So this.aerolite may yet be heard of as hay- 
ing fallen somewhere, and if not in the 
ocean its size may be ascertained. 

This visitor is a mammoth among aero- 
lites, but if no one was killed by it the harm 
done was less than that caused by others of 
much smaller dimensions. It is related in 
the Chinese annals that Jan. 14,616 B. C.,a 
meteoric stone-fall broke several chariots 
and killed ten men. In September, 1511, a 
monk was struck dead in Cremona by one 
of about twelve hundred stones that were 
known to fall, some of them being of enor- 
mous dimensions. In March, 1650, a Fran- 
ciscan monk was killed at Milan by the 
fall of a meteoric stone. In 1674 two Swed- 
ish sailors were killed on shipboard in the 
same way. The violent, though not fatal. 
explosion over L’ Aigie, in France, April 2s, 
1803,.is remarkable as having been heard at 
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one over Washington and Noble Counties, 
Ohio, May 1, 1860. In the last named case 
no less than twenty-three distinct detona- 
tions were heard, after which the sounds be- 
came blended together like the roar of a rail- 
road train, and a large number of meteorites 
fell on an area of about ten miles long by 
three miles wide. 

It is now known that many millions of 
aerolitic bodies fall to the earth’s surface 
évery year. The quantity of matter in- 
dividually contained by them varies all the 
way from a single grain to masses of thou- 
sands and perhaps millions of tons in 
weight. Probably most, if not all of them, 
previous to coming very near the earth, 
move in orbits which may be called come- 
tary, with velocities in space of not far 
from twenty-five miles per second. The 
friction caused by rapid passage through 
our atmosphere heats these masses to and 
above the point at which they become lumi- 
nous. The smaller ones are dissipated into 
fine dust (literally burned up) before reach- 
ing us. The larger ones expand from the 
heat more on the exterior than within, and 
the more earthy materials in their composi- 
tion crack off into lumps or dust particles, 
which constitutes the “ explosion,” while 
the more tenacious material, as the iron, 
«ontinues as one mass to fall towards the 
ground or pass off into space. The bigger 
the piece the more rapidly does it fall, the 
atmospheric retardation increasing as the 
weight of the mass decreases in proportion 
to its superficies, the principle involved be- 
ing the same as that on which the smaller 
raindrops seldom fall more than six inches 
in a second, while they would fall sixteen 
feet in the same time in a vacuum. Hence 
the large mass strikes the earth with such 
a velocity that it buries itself deep, while 
the smaller one descends slowly, and the 
meteoric dust may take days or months to 
reach the ground.

Some of those committeemen who have 
the most to say about the make-up of the 
ticket to be nominated at Saturday's con- 
vention have expressed themselves in favor 
of putting in the field “ the cleanest possi- 
ble ticket.” Iif these influential committee- 
men so choose they can compel the conven- 
tion to accept one which will be spotless at 
the outset, and which will remain so in 
spite of all the mud which may be thrown at 
it during the next eight and a half months. 

By going outside the ranks of the per- 
petual candidates, the veteran office-hold- 
ers, and the standing committeemen the 
“machine ” can make up a slate which will 
be so absolutely clean as to surprise and de- 
light the people, and make Republican vic- 
tory this fall a certainty, no matter what 
the Democrats may do. 

But if by “ cleanest possible ticket” is 
meant the most presentable one which can 
be made up out of the shop-worn material 
some of the ward bosses would like to see 
used, with here and there a little fresh 
goods worked in to commend the product to 
the voters, then the ticket may have a 
whitey-gray complexion in February and 
may be decidedly dingy by November. 

The voters will not be satisfied if the list 
of names made up for them is like a basket 
of cheap State street fruit in summertime— 
fine on the top and pleasing to the eye, but 
rotten in the middle and at.the bottom.

NEW ILLINOIS COAL SYNDICATE. 
When at Work Will Have Its Own 
Railroad Line. 

As soon as the details of the deal can be 
perfected a new coal syndicate will be work- 
ing in the Illinois fields and a new railroad 
will be built to carry the product to this city. 
T. A. Broughton, Vice-President of the Cres- 
cent Coal and Mining company, has been 
intrusted by. a syndicate of capitalists to 
bring the plans to the perfection point, and 
has just returned from a trip to New York, 
where he was in conference with men inter- 
ested in the deal. Options have been se- 
cured on over 10,000 acres of coal landinthe 
Grape Creek district, which, it is believed, 
contains nearly 100,000,000 tons of coal. 

These fields are situated in Vermilion 
County “and are accessible by the Wabash, 
Big Four, and Monon roads, and indirectly 
by the Illinois Central and the Eastern Illi- 
nois. At this stage of the negotiations man- 
agers of the deal say they are not at liberty 
to give out facts regarding the new road by 
which it is expected to enter the fields, or to 
indicate the men composing the syndicate. 

“The transaction,”’ said Mr. Broughton, 
“involves an expenditure of $5,000,000. The 
successful working of the scheme will result 
in a vast increase of the coal output, but will 
not necessarily cheapen it. A good quality 
of coal] for manufacturing purposes is now 
landed here at from $1.40 to $1.50, and 
screenings at $1 a ton. Users cannot rea- 
sonably expect much lower prices. We may 
find gas on our new properties and bring it 
to the city, but no special attention has been 
given to this phase of the question.”’

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Imposing Affair of the Marquette Club 
in the Auditoriam, at Which Will- 
iam McKinley, Gov. Upham, and 
Other Prominent Men Will Make 
Speeches—Banquet and Speech Pro- 
gram Will Be Remarkable for Its 
Weight—Other Celebrations. 

The birthday of Abraham Lincoln will be 
marked today throughout the city. Com- 
memorative exercises will be held and all 
classes of people will unite to honor the 
hame of the great emancipator.

All the State and 
Mexican national officials visited him, as 
well as Maj. Ariola of Juarez and other emi- 
nent residents. THE TRIBUNE correspondent 
was introduced to the Governor by Marcello 


Leon. 

He was extremely courteous, and after in- 
viting the correspondent to be seated in- 
quired what the mission of the newspaper 
man was. That is, he asked it in Spanish, 
and the secretary transiated it to the audi- 
tor. He was told of the efforts being made 
to have a meeting between the prize-fighters 
and asked if he had taken or intended to 
take measures to prevent such a contest 
on the soil of Chihuahua. 

‘“‘ Prize-fighting,’’ the Governor answered, 
‘“‘is a sport not familiar to Mexicans. We 
understand it is brutal and degrading. None 
of the United States have permitted th? 

gilists to’meet and pound each other, and 
f the pastime is so disgraceful that the 
Americans will not permit it to be practiced 
it is hardly likely the Mexicans will ever 
give it any countenance. I have received a 
telegram at Chihuahua from some priests 
{meaning ministers] of El Paso asking me to 
prevent such a contest taking place in the 
State of which Iam Governor. While it was 
not necessary for these people to call my at- 
tention to my duty I have assured them that 
all that lies in my power to prevent the fight 
will be done by the Mexican authorities. 
President Diaz has placed at my disposal 
any number of soldiers I think necessary 
to preserve the peace. There are here now 
several companies, and some more will ar- 
rive here tomorrow morning from the cap- 
ital, Chihuahua.”’ 

* Will they patrol the frontier?’’ 

“What disposition of the troop will be 
made has not yet been decided, but Col. De- 
vares, in command at this place, will be given 
instructions to prevent the peace being vio- 
lated at any point it is possible for the 
pugilists to meet, and I have no doubt he will 
obey his orders.”’ 

** Will he merely arrest the fighters, or the 
other participants, too?” 

“Everybody concerned in the breaking of 
_the peace will be apprehended. This, of 
course, would include the spectators, for by 
their presence do they not encourage the 


pugilists and induce them to defy the au- | 


thorities?’’ 

** Suppose they resist?’’ 

“Then (with a shrug of his huge shoul- 
ders and a peculiar smile) I suppose they will 
be treated as soldiers usually treat law- 
breakers who resist authority.”’ 

* Have you or do you intend to have an un- 
derstanding with American authorities?” 

**f expect to confer with the Adjutant- 
General, Mabrey, and act with him as faras 
his authority goes. United States Marshal 
Halil of New Mexico will, 1 believe, also meet 
me, and a thorough understanding will be 
arrived at as to how we will act.” 

“Who will assume authority over the de- 
-batable ground in the Rio Grande?” — 

** As I understand it there will be no hesi- 

tation on the part of theauthcrities in either 
country in arresting lawbreakers on debata- 
ble grounds. Whichever country’s officers 
or soldiers are nearest the lawbreakers at 
the time of the breaking of the peace will 
for that particular oecasion have jurisdic- 
tion over the land in dispute, amd if any ar- 
rests are made the prisoners will be tried 
by the government whose officers or soldiers 
make the arrest. There will assuredly be no 
dispute between the Mexican and American 
Governments on that question.” 

“Will. you remain here until there is no 
more prospect of the fight taking place?” 

**I will unless some very important busi- 
ness calls me to Chihuahua. Still, it is not 
necessary that I remain in order that the law 
be enforced. The local authorities and the 
soldiers are fully capable ef protecting the 
dignity and good name of Mexico, of Chi- 
huahua, and of Juarez. I have no fear on 
that score.” 

Don Miguel throughout the _ interview 
seemed thoroughly in earnest and extremely 
jealous of the good name of Mexico and the 
power of his forces to prevent the pugilists 
meeting in the State of Chihuahua. 

“ At no time,” he said, “* have I given as- 
surance to anybody that a prize fighting car- 
nival might be held in this State without the 
interference of the authorities. We consider 
we are a peace-loving and law-abiding peo- 
ple, and, being such, we certainly would not 
permit an exhibition in this country which 
will not be permitted in yours.” 

He did not mention bull fights nor did the 
correspondent. Don Miguel came up from 
Chihuahua accompanied only by his secre- 
t . He was received at the Mexican Cen- 
t depot at Juarez by the Mayor and a del- 
egation of business-men and officials. He is 
the guest at Juarez of Don Marcella Leon 
and during the early part of the day drove 
about the city and visited the different gov- 
ernment offices. During the day the Minis-

the custom-house until the Governor re-

extremely pleasant to the ministers when he 
arrived and in company with Collector Davis 
of El) Paso, Collector Boucher of Juarez, and 
several citizens of Juarez, talked the matter 
over. After the conferenece the Governor's 
secretary handed the Rev. Mr. Olsey the 
following communication, prepared in reply 
to a ree from the Ministers’ Union, 
which had been telegraphed to the Gorernor 
at Chihvahua: 

Your message of yesterday received at Chihuahua 
and contents noted carefully. As Governor of this 
State I will do all in my power to prevent the 
prizefight on Mexican soil. I came here personally 
to stop it and will not under any consideration 
give permission for it. If this national territory 
is. trespassed, as your telegram gives me to under- 
stand, or our law be violated, I am décidedly re- 
solved to inflict punishment on the offenders. '

Ohio want- 
ed the convention for Toledo, so the deal 
was made. While Ohio’s strength, originally 
for Willison, was sufficient to elect the New 
England man. Toledo did not have enough 
with New York and Massachusetts to over- 
come the Colonels’ majority and so lost the 
meet. Elliott recived 104 votes against 73 
for Willison, and Louisville recieved 97 
ballots against 81 for Toledo. In each case 
the vote was made unanimous. The rest of 
the ticket elected was: Charles F. Corsum 
of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., First Vice-Presi- 
dent; A. Cressy Morrison of Wisconsin, Sec- 
ond Vice-President; E. 8. Hartwell of Colo- 
rado, Treasurer. Abbott Bassett of Massa- 
chusetts remains Secretary. There was a 
hot fight, Mr. Mergenthaler retiring from 
the Willison ticket because he was afraid

EXPERTS FIND A SHORTAGE OF $5,000 
IN CLOHESY’S ACCOUNTS. 


What an Examination of the Books 
of the Golden Rule Building and 
Loan Association Discloses — Its 
Secretary Missing and Detectives 
with Warrants for His Arrest Are 
Looking for Him—His Property Is 
Attached by the Association. 

Developments remove the mystery from 
the disappearance of Thomas B. Clohesy. 


| State Auditor William Fries and a staff of 


expert bookkeepers are examining the books 
of Golden Rule Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, of which Clohesy was Secretary. They 
say they have found a shortage of $5,(00, 
which may be increased as the investigation 
progresses. A warrant for Clohesy has 
been sworn out, and attachments issued on 
the property he owns. These attachments 
have been suppressed for service for two 
days. 

As Secretary of the association Clohesy 
had charge of the collection of rents and 
payments for the association, turning over 
the money to the Treasurer, Andrew Gra- 
ham. After his departure had become known 
an informal investigation of the associa- 
tion’s accounts was made, revealing a state 
of affairs sufficiently serious to warrant im- 
mediate action. Oscar M. Brady, the Pres- 
ident of the association, at once began look- 
ing up the property owned by Mr. Clohesy, 
and vesterday secured an attachment against 
all he could find standing in the latter's 
name. This real estate includes’ three 
houses on Ohio street, also two on Erie 
street, one located on Harrison 
street, and the vacant corner lot at St. Louis 
and Fillmore streets. It is also suspected 
Mr. Clohesy controls thettitle to No. 74 
Hinman street. The total value of the equi- 
ties in this property is $8,000 or $9,000, and 
will probably more than cover any: probable 
defaication. 

His Bondsmen Are Good. 

Besides this property which the -abscond- 
ing Secretary left in his own name he was 
under bond to the association to the extent 
of $5,000. His bondsmen are his father, Mi- 
chael Clohesy, who has been in the employ 
of John T. Howland & Co. for thirty years 
and owns some property, and John T. O’Con- 
nell. They are able to pay the amount of the 
bond.

The committee appointed at the indignation 

meeting of the Chicago Shipping Clerks’ 

Council, held on Monday evening in the 

Sherman House, to pass on the actions of 

the so-called National Benevolent Order*of

GOOD YEAR FOR STEEL. 


FAVORABLE REPORT EXPECTED ON 
ILLINOIS STEEL TODAY, 


Stockholders Will Be Given Encour- 
aging Figures at the Annual Meet- 
ing This Morning—Dividend Ques- 
tion Not Yet Settled—New York Bis- 
cuit Company Meeting—Rates for 
Money Are Easier—Brewers Are 
Making Money. 


The annual meeting of the Illinois Stee] 
cOmpany will be heldtoday. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Moloney’s bill for forfeiture of charter 
of the Illinois Steel company has never been 
filed in the courts, and if it had the attorneys 
for the Illinois Steel company say it would 
make no difference, asno effort was made by 
the Attorney-General to prevent the holding 
of the annual meeting. The annual report 
which President John W. Gates will present 
to the stockholders will, it is said, be an ex- 
ceedingly good one. It will show a profitable 
twelve months. One of the largest stock- 
holders in the company arrived in the city 
yesterday. It is said he is strongly op- 
posed to the resuming of dividends for the 
present. 

For the year 1893 the Illinois Steel com- 
pany had a considerable deficit to show asa 
result of the year’s work. In 1894 the com- 
pany earned a surplus of $30,607, but taking 
this from the deficit of the previous year left 
a net deficit of $318,865. It is said the Pres- 
ident’s report will show profits sufficient to 
more thag wipe out the deficit carried over 
from last year. The company is in excel- 
lent financial condition, and it could pay 
a dividend if the directors desired. Some 
of the directors are in favor of a 3 per cent 
dividend to be paid at once, while others 
are reported as favoring a 6 per cent divi- 
dend for the year 1806, to be paid quarterly 
beginning April 1. The question will not be 
left to stockholders, and it is not believed 
any announcement will be made at today’s 
meeting in regard to dividends.

SHAKE-UP AMONG THE OFFICIALS 
OF THE GREAT NORTHERN. 


President Hill Preparing to Rear- 
range the Operating and Trafic De- 
partments of the Road—General 
Manager Warren to Be Made Con- 
troller of the Accounting Depart- 
ment—Géeneral Traffic — Manager 
Schutte Slated for Retirement. 

St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 11.—[Special. ]—With- 
in the next few days there will bea tremen- 
dous shake-up among the Great Northern 
railway officials which will astonish both 
the operating and traffic departments. First 
of all, C. H. Warren, at present General 
Manager, will be transferred to the position 
of Controller in charge of the treasury and 
accounting departments. Who will succeed 
Mr. Warren as General Manager is known 
only to James J. Hill, the President, and 
majority owner of the road. H. L. Schutte, 
the present General Traffic Manager of the 
system, is slated for retirement, and it is un- 
officially but authoritatively announced 
Francis B. Clarke, now Traffic Manager of 
the Great Northern Steamship company, 
with headquarters at Buffalo, will be brought 
to St. Paul and placed tn charge of the traffic 
of the entire rail and water lines of the Great 
Northern system. Mr. Clarke was formerly 
Traffic Manager of the Chicago, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Omaha railroad and is one 
of the best known and most esteemed traffic 
men in the country. 

It is also said among the changes in con- 
templation is the retirement of G. O. Somers 
from the position of General Freight Agent 
of the rail lines of the Great Northern. Mr. 


Somers may be sent to the Pacific coast to: 


succeed P. P. Shelby as Assistant General 
Traffic Manager, as Mr. Shelby’s contract 
expires soon and he is considering retiring 
from active service, being one of the oldest 
railroad officials in the West. 

J. C. Eden, now General Agent at Duluth, 
will be promoted to one of two positions— 
either General Freight Agent of the rail 
lines or Assistant General Freight Agent in 
charge of the Eastern railway of the Min- 
nesota division and the Northern Steam- 
ship company. It is considered probable J. 
M. Barr, now General Superintendent, will 
be promoted to be General Manager. 

In addition to these changes it is an- 
nounced President Hill has determified to 
make sweeping changes among the minor 
traffic and operating officials with a view 
to clear away all old and dead timber. 
These changes have been in contemplation 
for several months and have only been de- 
layed because the questions affecting the 
proposed Northern Pacific deal have occu- 
pied Mr. Hill’s undivided attention for some 
time past and he was compelled to postpone 
taking up the details of the reorganization. 


PACIFIC RAILWAY SYNDICATE WINS. 


Judge Horton Decides Chicago Stock- 
helders Need Not Pay. 

Judge Horton decided yesterday the stock- 
holders of the Pacific railway are not indi- 
vidually liable for the debts of the company, 
amounting to $2,000,000. 

The suit grew out of the purchase in 1889 
by sixty business-men and capitalists of 


| Chicago of the stock of the Los Angeles (Cal.) 


Cable railway company. The purchase was 


| made through C.B. Holmes, who induced the 
> | Chicago men to invest in the road. 


The 
shares, of the par value of $100, were pur- 
chased by the Chicago syndicate for $82, 


’ | and after the purchase was made the Chi- 


cago investors formed a new corporation 
under the laws of Llinois to operate the 
road. This company was the Pacitic railway 
company, and its capitai stock was $2,500,- 
Ov0. The investment was not profitable, and 
in January, 1891, receivers were appointed. 

The road was sold under foreclosure pro- 
ceedings, which wiped out the assets of the 
company, but a bill was filed by the North- 
western National Bank. the National Bank 
of America, the National Bank of inois, 
the Chemical Trust and Savings Bank, the 
Union Trust company, the Continental Na- 
tional Bank, Robert Law, T. J. Lefens, Lob- 
dell, Farwell & Co., Silas B. Cobb, and the 
Hazard Manufacturing company asking 
that the stockholders be held liable on their 
stock subscriptions, under the laws of this 
State, for the debts of the:'company. The 
complainants in the bill had claims ranging 
from $25,000 to $100,000, and all, with the ex- 
ception of the claim of the Hazard Manu- 
facturing company, were for money loaned 
on the notes of the corporation. It was this 
case Judge Horton decided yesterday. An 
appeal will be taken. 


TO RELIEVE WESTERN MILLERS. 


Wheat Hate from Chicago to Kansas 
City Reduced to Twelwe Cents. 
The most important work done at yester- 
day’s general meeting of the Western 


|\Freight Association was the adoption of a 


12-cent rate on wheat from Chicago to Kan- 
sas City. The regular tariff rate is 24 cents 
per 100 pounds. 
effect until April 30 next. The action was 
taken to afford relief to the millers at Mis- 
souri River points. There is no wheat left 
in the Southwest and in consequence some 
of the mills had to close. All others, it is 
claimed, would have been compelled to close 
if the railroads had not come to their rescue 
by making a rate on wheat from Chicago 
low enough to enable them to compete with 
the millers in other sections of the country. 

By helping the millers the railroads benefit 
themselves, as by their action they will be 
able to send back to the Southwest cars 
loaded with wheat which caine here loaded 
with corn, and which otherwise would have 
had to bereturnedempty. Sirailaraction was 
taken last December, when a 10-cent rate 
was in effect for a short time 

Among other business transacted was the 
adoption of a rate of 1244 cents per 100 pounds 
on paving tar from St. Paul and Minneapolis 
to Chicago. On copper, as from Chicago to 
St. Paul a rate of 15 cents per 100 pounds 
was adopted. Official classification is to 
govern on shipments of alcohol, whisky, 
etc., Chicago to St. Paul, originating east 
of Chicago. 


ANOTHER ROAD FALLS INTO LINE. 
Wisconsin Central Grants Rate and 
Limit Demanded by the G. A. R. 

The Western Passenger Association was 
notified by the Wisconsin Central that owing 
to the refusal of the other roads to make the 
rate demanded by St. Paul for the Grand 
Army encampment it would sell tickets for 
that occasion at one cent a mile, with a thir- 
ty-day limit. With the Wisconsin Central 
and Chicago Great Western making this rate 
it is thought there is no fear of a change in 
the place of encampment, as these two rvads 
will be able to handle all the business on that 
occasion.

WITH UP-TO-DATE WOMEN 


AMBITIOUS WOMEN WANT CLUB- 
HOUSE ALL THEIR OWN.

Discuss the Question for Three Hours 
at Mass-Meeting—Committees Ap- 
pointed to Consider Suitable Loca- 
tion and Securing Stock—Oatconic 
Involved in Some Doubt—Mrs,. Chant 
Addresses University Students at 
Cobb Hall. 

Ambitious club women of the South Side 
want a club house all theirown. They are 
heartily tired of boarding around, as it were, 
in rented rooms, and desire, after the usual 
feminine fashion, to go to housekeeping. 
In other words, they want a convenient and 
comfortable home where the pet schemes 
of the progressive woman may reign su- 
preme. 

To this end a mass-meeting of interested 
women was held yesterday afternoon at 
Kenwood Hall, No. 40 Forty-seventh street. 
But that the fond feminine hope will be real- 
ized and the proposed structure erected is 


another story. 
Fully 500 representative club women were 


present. Mrs. Julia B. Shattuck was chosen | 


Chairman. For three hours the question 
was discussed in its varied phases. The final 
outcome of a much-amended motion was 
the women of the South Side clubs consider 
the building of a cotperative club house 
somewhere between Thirty-ninth and Sixty- 
seventh streets. It was also decided that 
two committees appointed by the interested 
clubs should consider the questions of loca- 
tion and securing stock, a report to be made 
at a future mass-meeting. 

The gathering was not greatly enthusi- 
astic. As one woman announced from the 
floor in a discouraged tone, it was “ slower 
than molasses in January.”’ There seemed 
to be a strong undercurrent of sentiment in 
favor of a club house, but the various intri- 
cate questions of a location that would be 
convenient and a building suitable to the 
needs of the individual clubs precipitated 
much discussion. Though the most concili- 
atory spirit was shown the ultimate out- 
come is a matter of conjecture. 

There were some women who favored a 
down-town club house for the women’s clubs 
of the city. Most desired a codperative club 
house for only the South Bide women’s clubs. 
There was a silent minority who thought 
the result would bé a club house exclusively 


for the club that started the entire discus- 


sfon—the South Side Woman’s club. So, as 
the women chatted over a cup of tea after 
adjournment, there were diversified opin- 
ions on the success of the undertaking. 


: Mrs. ooks Outlines Pian. 

The call for this mass-meeting emanated 
from the South Side Woman’s club. The 
Prosident, Mrs. Almon Brooks, wl has been 
one of the leading spirits of the scheme, 
presented the resolution recently adopted by 
this club recommending the erection of a co- 
operative club-house, to be built by a stock 
company. In support of this resolution she 
outlined an attractive plan that had been 
considered desirable. 

The idea is a commodious three-story 
building of modern architecture. The base- 
ment would probably be given over toa café. 
The ground floor, 50 by 80 feet, would have 
a large audience room surrounded by com- 
mittee rooms. The second floor would have 
eight flats of three rooms each, intended for 
rental to women. The third floor should have 
stight studios with bedroom attached, to be 
rented to women artists. 

It was further: recommended that the 
structure be of brick with stone trimmings, 
with hardwood floors throughout. It was es- 
timated that such a building would cost 
$25,000 and the ground as much more. 

It was intended that this money be raised 
‘by the formation of a stock company, with 
shares not exceeding $100 or less than $1 
It was further hoped to present the plan in 
such a promising way it would appeal to men 
as a good business investment, and they 
could be induced to take stock. 

» There was no end of talk on the proposed 

undertaking. From time to time a woman 
arose and declared there was no doubt the 
scheme would result successfully. Others of 
a mathematical turn of mind produced fig- 
ures to show how easily the building could be 
made desirable financially. Again, there was 
a mildly dissenting voice as to the practica- 
bility of the procedure. 

The three clubs which are largest and 
would therefore have mor® influence if the 
scheme is consummated are the South Side 
Woman's club, the Arché club, and the 
Woodlawn Woman's club. The combined 
membership of these organizations is 1,200. 
Besides there are a number of small clubs, 
including the * Kenwood Fortnightly, the 
Mary Noble club, and the Every Wednesday 
club, that made proffers of coiiperation. 

One of,the first speakers was Mrs. Lydia 
Avery Coonley, President of the Woman's 
club, who was present under the impression 
a down-town club-house was contemplated 
for all the women’s clubs. The plan sug- 
gested by Mrs. Coonley is worthy of consid- 
eration. In fact, several of the women 
thought there was need of a central club- 
house in the heart of the city as well as 
club-houses on the three sides of Chicago. 

Mrs. Coonley said there was a chance for 
a club-house being secured in Michigan ave- 
nue, between Adams and Jackson streets. 
Interested men have a plan for,the erection 
of a large building wherein they would like 
to make ample provisions for headquarters 
for women’s clubs at a low rental, which 
they could afford to do, because such gather- 
ings would make the adjoining offices more 

desirable. It was said this plan could be 
consummated if the clubs pledged them- 
selves to support the undertaking. 

Though the offer was not in keeping with 
the plan of the mass-meeting, it is so allur- 
ing some of the more centrally located clubs 
are apt to take advantage of it. 

_ Letter from Mrs, Potter Palmer. 

In this connection reference was made 

to the offer of Potter Palmer to give a 
building to woman’s work if the ground 
could be secured from the city. There has 
been some discussion of the matter through 
the papers as to the proposed building being 
secured for women’s clubs, but nothing 
definite has been done. A letter received 
yesterday by Mrs.Coonley from Mrs. Palmer 
bears upon the subject, and was read to the 
assemblage. It was in part as follows: 
“The hope has been the women’s clubs 
would like the building well enough to take 
rooms there, but as there must be a great 
deal of practical work going on in so nu- 
merous and so large a building, it seems 
more than doubtful now whéther it would 
accommodate all the various classes which 
will be meeting there, and also give space 
enough to accommodate the different wom- 
en’s clubs, as'each Would want a desirable 
room and the different women’s clubs here 
would more than fill any ordinary building. 
Perhaps it is just as well to let any future 
oe hg a matter of Neorg or conven- 
ce a e last moment, and not plan 
it definitely.” Sets W 
- Dr. Leila Bedell recommended a club- 
house as the only respectable way for clubs 
to exist, and declared if there was anything 
in cod tive housekeeping there must be 
ing in codperative clubkeeping. 

Among other speakers were Dr. Avery- 
MacCracken, J. J. Parker, and Mrs. 
ee Asbury Abbott. 

r. MacCracken caused great enthusias 
toward the close by making a lively speech, 
in which she insisted on doing something 
! ene or going home. To secu 


rs amounting to $1,500,

So pleased are the members with the 
lectures ard with results in general they will 
give a reception and musicale in honor of 
Prof. Moulton and the women outside the 
club who have attentied. The affair will 
take place at the Masonic Temple Feb. 20, 
from 2 to 5 o’clock. Refreshments will be 
served, and the officers and directors of the 
association will receive. 

Prof. Moulton began his talk by stating 
that he would not undertake to give any 
definition of the word tragedy. ‘‘ The defi- 
nition of a word is its history,”’ he said. 
‘“ And the history of tragedy belongs to the 
six periods of the world’s history. These 
are the ancient civilization of Greece and 
Rome, the dark ages, the middle ages, the 
Renaissance, the Puritan, and modern 
times.”’ 

The speaker then took up each of the 
periods in turn, skimming lightly over each, 
and by example, quotation, and imagery 
gave the causes which led up to and pro- 
duced certain results in each period.

MRS. CHANT TALKS TO 


She Delivers an Address at Cobb Hall 
on “ Education.” 

Mrs. L. Ormiston Chant addressed the 

students of the University of Chicago in the 

chapel of Cobb Hall yesterday noon. The 


‘hall was filled with students and teachers. 


She spoke as follows: 

‘‘T am honored and pleased to come to this 
great factory this morning—for it is a great 
factory, where the raw material of the world 
comes to be manufactured into the more per- 
fect men and women of the future. The 
manufacturing process is interesting, and 
sometimes painful. Some of the raw ma- 
terial is exceedingly raw, and unfortunately 
it sometimes comes not only raw, but spoilt. 
The time is coming when there will be cer- 
tain tests of character for those who are to 
be manufactured from the raw into the fin- 


ished product. 

‘*One thing to be considered is the per- 
sonality of each one who comes to this place, 
and that same marvelous personality is ever 
present with us. The university is training 
the organs through which that personality 
is to play upon the world. First, it is train- 
ing the body. We must live up to our best 
in our ordinary life, in order to be prepared 
for emergencies.. It is only when we are 
masters of ourselves we can fully rely on 
ourselves. 

‘‘Another thing is beauty. Beauty is 
truth and art and harmony combined, and 
there is no true beauty without all of these 
elements. Beauty is health. You cannot 
have perfect beauty where there is disease. 
We have passed the age when the woman 
with the small foot, small waist, and small 
hand is to be the heroine. 

** Let me say two or three practical things. 
One relates to the pernicious habit of read- 
ing in bed. In middle life you will find you 
have no storehouse of health to fall back on. 
I have seen students eating with an open 
book beside them. It does not pay. Eating 
is a serious business and should be properly 
attended to. Huried work is not good work, 
and hurry is the feebleness of the present 
day. It may be there is an adjusting process 
going on, for humanity hasa most marvelous 
way of adjusting itself. But the hurry of the 
present age would have hurried our grand- 
fathers and grandmothers into their graves. 

“The most successful work is that which 
helps the largest number of people into the 
best they are capable of doing, and into the 
fullest enjoyment of this world and God. 

“ There are those with whom you come in 
contact who are continually stepping on 
your toes, and making themselves otherwise 
disagreeable. Thére is something which will 
lead such pedple to be more careful and con- 
siderate. That something is love. Our uni- 
versities should and will turn great loving 
men into this world that is starving for love. 
The outcome will be the betterment of all 
mankind, the healthfulness of all home life,’

When this has been done the gilded arches 
of the immense proscenium and the half 
circles covering the panels on either side of 
the house will shimmer like golden rainbows, 


and the ivory tints in the main portions of 
the house will appear as fresh as when first 
laid on by the artist’s brush, seven years ago. 

In all the years the Auditorium has been 
the gathering place of the feminine contin- 
gent of Chicago’s fashion, wealth, and 
beauty there has been but one complaint 
made regarding the color scheme of the 
theater as originally designed by Architect 
Sullivan. This was that the background of 
the boxes had a tendency to kill the effect of 
the elaborate costumes worn by those seated 
in them at every fashionable event. This 
background is now ivory, but after the 
house-cleaners have finished their labors 
decorators are likely to invade the place and 
change it to one of the lighter shades of red. 
This has been practically agreed to by Ferdi- 
nand Peck, Manager Adams, and Architect 
Sullivan. The details will be arranged on 
Saturday, at which time Mr. Sullivan is ex- 
pected to return to the city. 

Speaking of the contemplated change Man- 
ager Milward Adams said: 

“ The mural decorations of the Auditorium 
have always been. one of the features of the 
place. They were originally decided on after 
much study and were and are believed to be 
in perfect harmony and accord with the size 
and character of the place. The general 
color scheme will not be changed in any way. 
A different background in the boxes is the 
only improvement possible to suggest, and 
this will probably be made. A shade of red 
will be selected as best harmonizing with the 
gold and ivory tints used in the main body 
of the house, and making a more effective 
setting for the gems of womanhood so often 
occupying the boxes.”

Judge Gary writes the opinion in the Stiles case 
in which he affirms the decision of Judge Ewing 
dismissing both the bill filed by Everell D. Stiles 
against his wife and the cross bill filed by Mrs. 
Lillian B. Stiles. The bill was filed upon the 
grounds of improper conduct of Mrs. Stiles with 
Herbert P, Crane, the cross bill set up a charge 
of cruelty. On hearing the court below found 
that. neither was sustained by the evidence and 
dismissed both for want of quity. Recurring to 
the letters written by Mrs. Stiles to Crane Judge 
Gary says: 

‘They manifest a very great affection for Crane, 
but not a syllable of passion is in them.’’ 


Board of Trade Appeal. 

The appeal of the Board of Trade from the order 

of Judge Freeman granting a writ of mandamus 
-against the board to compel it to restore Murry 
Nelson to membership results in affirming the Su- 
perior Court. Judge Waterman delivered the opin- 
ion. The Board of Trade charged Mr. Nelson with 
an act of bad faith and dishonorable conduct in 
not carrying out an agreement signed by J. B. 
Wayman, Secretary and Treasurer of the National 
Elevator and Dock company, which purported to 
become a ‘‘ regular ’’ elevator. Mr. Nelson claimed 
Mr. Wayman had exceeded his authority in sign- 
ing the agreement, which concerned the company 
in which he was Interested, and also alleged the 
agreement was not a mutual one. 

The present case has been before the Appellate 
Court before, and was passed upon at length. 
After the case was sent back before an answer was 
filed by the Board of Trade in which it was set 
up Wayman did not depart from any instruction 
given him by Mr. Nelson tn signing the agreement, 
and Mr. Nelson knew of the agreement. 


Judge Waterman’s Words. 

Judge Waterman says in regard to the present 
phases of the case: 

‘It is alleged in the answer that upon the trial 
the Board of Directors found Mr. Nelson, knowing 
of the existence of the agreement, never repudiated 
the same and by his conduct led the members of 
the Board of Trade to believe the National Ele- 
vator and Dock company would carry out such an 
agreement. If, upon such finding, he was suspend- 
ed, then he was convicted for an offense of which 
he was not accused, a proceeding hardly conform- 
able to natural justice. It may be the Board of 
Directors, found the petitioner was guilty of these 
things, but it does not appear the petitioner had 
notice he was to be tried for this or had an oppor- 
tunity to meet such accusation. It does not appear 
the petitioner has been guilty of conduct destruct-

Riot Feature. 

As to the riot feature-of the case, Judge Water- 
man continues: ‘** But it does not follow, if the 
City railway compary has done this or if it has 
taken the law in its own hands, and with a great 
force of men by unseemly violence and riot in the 
public streets, to the annoyance and terror of 
peaceable citizens, broken and destroyed the prop- 
erty of the Chicago General company, that thereby 
the latter has acquired the right to make use of 
the rails of the City railway company in any por- 
tion of Twenty-second street. 

‘*The right, in consideration of services ren- 
dered the public, to lay tracks in a public street 
and to operate cars thereon, is a valuable property 
and is therefore a _ “right. How lasting it 
may be, how it may be regulated or 
revoked oor taken away, is another mat- 
ter. Being property held under certain condl- 
tions it may be forfeited, but it cannot, either in 
whole or part, by the mere will of a legislative 
body, be taken from its owners either for public or 
private use, If it is to be taken for public use its 


owners are entitled to just compensation, and that 


compensation it would seem must be ascertained 
by a jury. The decree of the Circuit Court dis- 
missing the bill is therefore affirmed.”
